It  will  grow  under  Beech  or  Maple  trees 
on  the  North  Side,  which  is  a prett}^  severe 
test,  isn’t  it? 

It  will  grow  in  the  Sun  as  well  as  in  dry 
or  wet  soil,  in  an\^  position. 

I want  you  to  use  it  and  plant  it  the  way  I 
tell  you,  and  I will  be  here  to  book  your 
repeat  orders. 

Pachysandra  is  slow  to  start  making  its 
underground  roots  or  stolens  and  if  planted 
widely  apart  takes  some  time  to  make  a 
solid  mat  of  green.  For  this  reason  I advise 
the  use  of  one-year  field  plants  planted  not 
more  than  six  inches  apart,  instead  of  larger 
plants  spaced  a foot  or  more  apart.  The 
cost  will  be  the  same,  the  results  much 
better.  The  above  rule  also  applies  to  all 
Ground-Cover  plants  and  for  extremely 


large  areas  I advise  Thumb  Pots  or  Divi- 
sions in  place  of  bigger  plants.  Mulch  with 
Leaf  Mold  and  pinch  the  tops  out  of  the 
plants,  and  watch  the  results. 

As  I grow  only  Ground-Cover  plants,  I 
am  prepared  to  care  for  your  orders  with 
excellent  stock,  in  any  quantity,  properly 
counted,  packed  and  shipped  promptly.
